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H E Confideration of Nature, 
and a ftriét Attention to the 
Conduét of Divine Providence, 
hath led fome of the ableft 
Writers on Phyfick, to agree 
in this Senviment, That thofe 
Simples ave moft efficacious in 
the Cure of Diftempers, which 
are the natural Produce of any 
Country where they ave applied. 
am act ro chink that this Ob{fcrvation may be tranf- 
cred from the Animal to the Politick Body ; and that 
may be allerted with great Authority from Rea- 
pn, that Examples drawn from their own Hiftory, 
tye the greatett Weight awith the People. Examples 
roneral are a Kind of learned Experience, whereby 
3c ke are called in to the Affiftance of the ALemory ; 
» thar ovr Author ferves himfelf not only of tne 
nowledge and Labour of Many, but of the Wifdom 
f remote Ages, Supported by a Difplay of the Zffetts 
rroug it by fuch and fuch Counfels. We need not 
hereture wonder, that this Method of Reafoning 
bath always had great Force, fince it is plainer and 
ore obvious than any other ; feems to fet Things 
before our Eyes, and by the Certainty of its Conclufions, 
bates, or rather excludes, all Apprebenfions of Evror. 
Bur when to the natural Weight ot Examples, we 
sin that no lefs natural Reverence for their Ancel- 
ors, inherent to all Nations, and by a Defcription of 
Hormer Bieffings raife a Spirit of Emulation in Pojterity ; 
nen this, I fay, is done by a juft Difcovery of Cax- 
es and Effeéts, and not by Rhetorical Reprefentations, 
uid of Support from Hiftory, Univerfal Confent may 
ultly be expected to attend on Points made out by fo 
diftinét and rational a Afethod. A Afethod \iable to no 
Yojection, becaufe every Step in the Demonfiration 
may be feparately examined, and examined by People 
ot ordinary Underftanding ; who tho’ they may be 
perplexed by .4rguments, can never be deceived as to 
Fads 
byt as Liehtisonly thewn by Light, it may not be 
ami's ro {upport the Authority of Examples by Exam- 
ples ; for if it can be fhewn that wife Men have, in all 
Ages, confented in this Point, it will furely put it out of 
Difpute. When GOD himfelt reproved the //raelites 
fox their Want of Faith and Obedience,and fought, for 
theit own fakes,to perfuade them to a contrary Conduct, 
He fpake to them thus: Remember the Days of old, 
confider the Years of many Generations : Ask thy Father, 
and be will jew thee ; thy Elders, and they will tell 
thee *. When Speaking becaink a Science. and the 
rrecks were the greatett Proficients therein, Thucydides, 
the greateft Author amongft them, thus clofes the 
Oration of Pericles perfuading the Peloponneftan War : 
Our Fathers, when they undertook the Medes, did from 
e/s Leoinnings, nay, by abandoning what little they bad, 
by li sfdom rather than Fortune, by Courage rather than 
Strength, both repel the Barbarian, and advance this 
State to the Height itis now at; of whom ave ought not 
mow io come fbort, but rather to revenze us by all Means 
upon our Enemies, and do our beft to deliver the State 
uinimpaived by us to Pofterity +. Demofthenes ufed the 
Jame Method, exhibiting the Aétions of their Fore- 
athers to animate the Citizens of his cwn Time ; and 
fhew'd the Fortitude of the Ofd Athenians;-that he 
might extinguith by Shame the Difhidence of the New. 
In Livy and Salufi the Speeches breathe the fame Lan- 
guage, and the Examplé of Romans appears from 
thence to have been the moft forcible Arguments 
with Romans. In our own Nation the Exploits of the 
Black Prince, engaged the People under Henry V. to 
think of the Conqueft of France ; when if they had 
turned their Eyes on any other Confideration, they 
would fcarce have ventured on that Attempt: Yet 
as they were led by Exampie they left their own to 
Pofterity, and by imitating the Firmnefs and Difei- 
pline of their Anceftors, achieved Things beyond the 
Reac h almoft of their Hopes. When, therefore, there 
are Difputes among a Free People, ir is the fafeft 
Mealure *o confulr Antiquity, and to enquire into the 
evattices of former Ages, that we may direé& our 
wn. 


Ditrrrence in Sentiments arifes not only from 
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* Deut. xxxii. 7. + Thucyd. lib. i. prop. fin. 


the different Degrees of Underftanding amongft Man- 
kind, but alfo trom the different Turns of Abilities, 
nearly equal. But where the Mind 1s fincerely dii- 
pofed to embrace Truth, as foon as x is perceived, 
thefe natural Differences are of no great Confequence. 
They contribute only to the thorough carwafing whe 
Matter, and che Retolution taken at laft is the firmer ; 
as jointed Timber is found to anfwer better, than if 
Vie was made of a whole Piece. But, where.t\nte- 
grity is wanting, and Difputes are kept up from Mo- 
tives of Private Intereft, rather than any Zeal for 
Truth, there Artificial Colouring will never be 
wanting ; efpecially it a large Field be open, and 
confiderable Corps of Common-Places age ready at hand 
to ferve any Parry that will take but the Pains to dre/s 
them in their Livery. Under fuch Circumftances, 
the more important the Controverfy the greater the 
Danger: For either the Difpute continues till Occa- 
fron is loft ; or if the Majority refolve, the Minority 
oppofe the Execution of what they difapprove, or 
elfe they defame what they could not prevent, and 
confole their own Difappointment, by reftraining thole 
Praifes which are due to others. Now the Method 
laid down of trying all Things by Experience, and 
reafoning by Comparifon between Times prefent and 
paft, is, of all others, rhe firteft to avoid thefe Incon- 
veniencies, and ought, therefore, to be preferred, 
where Difputes are of an old Standing, and the Par- 
tics obitinately perfift in the Opinions they firft em- 
braced ; efpecially if the Publick be at all concerned, 
much more if its Safety be at Stake : For there, as 
in nice Cafes of Surgery, Confultations are rendered 
dangerous by their Length ; and it is of equal Mo- 
ment to judge foon, and to judge right ; left while the 
Dottors are wafting Words, the Patient fhould lofe 
Strength, and a good Recipe fail, where a more in- 
different might have cured, if it had come in Time. 
In all Diftempers, whether of the Body or the State, 
Indolence and Indifference endanger more than the 
Difeafe ; and cho” it be true, that juft Caution fhould 
be uftd before any Thing is done, yet it ought al- 
ways to be remembered, that to do mothing is to do 
il, and that we can never juftly Debate, unlefs we 
Refolve. 

To apply all this —— feveral Years are now 
elapfed, fince the Nation hath been enrertained with 
vehement Declamations againft Perfons in Power on one 
Side, and long and varieus pologies on the other. 
From thefe Difputes, I believe it will be granted by 
both Parties, that great Mifchicfs have followed, and 
that while all have joined, in crying out the Publick, 
the Publick ; the Publick has however fuffered much. 
A Spirit of Lakewarmnefs, if I may be allowed the 
Expreflion, hath infenfibly prevailed to the Prejudice 
both of Loyalty and Patriotif ; and many under Pre- 
tence of Waiting till thete Difputes were over, have 
quitted all Regard to national Affairs. As if while 
they were embarked in the fame Bottom, Difputes as 
toa right Courfe, did not affeéf them as much as the 
Difputants themfelves; or as if an Office ot Afurance 

could be found, in cafe the Commonwealth fhould 
fuffer from the Flames of Sedition. In fuch a Situa- 
tion they ought to think of Solon’s Law, which in 
cafe of Diflention, required all Citizens to range 
-themifelves on-one wide or other. There feems, how- 
ever at prefent, a great Probability of inducing im- 
partial and underftanding Men, to declare for the 
true Intereft of theit Country, by deciding this Queftion, 
Whether private Brigues and publick Complaints ought 
to influence a Prince 

Crimes, and whofe Countels are attended with Succe/s? 
Toexamine this Queftion in the ordinary manner of 
a Political Writer, would be equally tirefome to me, 
and tedious to my Reader: I fhould be obliged to 
dwell on many Things of fmall ufe, to prevent Im- 
putations of Ignorance, etrher asto Matter or Method, 
and be conftrained to ftep frequently out of my Road, 
to anfwer Objections boldly aflerted, however flender- 
ly proved. chufe therefore to adhere to that Form 
of proving I have before recommended, and havin 
confidered the Englib Hiftory attentively, I think 
have there met with a Cafe, which if thoroughly 
explained, will afford a clear Re/olution of the DQueftion 
before ftated, and at the fame time thew, the /mpor- 
tance of its Solution to all Men at this Time. 

Tue Cafe I mean, is that of William Lord Par- 


apvainft a \inifer unconvitted of 
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leigh, Treafurer and Minifter of Stare to Queen Fii- 
zabeth: He wasa Man of great Abilines ; nad been 
employ’d in the Reigns cf ner Prede effors ; was taken 
into her Service before the Crown was fer on hér 
Head; remained therein to the lait Hour of his 
Life ; was otten attacked by the mott powerfixl of the 
Nobility ; almott continually libelled by the mett Fre- 
fulameong the Commexs ; creprefen ed by his kricnds 
as.ouc of the beit of Men, aswell a: of Minifiers ; 
ceputed by his Enemies as the Mirvor of Corruptica, 
Artifice and Tyranry ; luggcited by tome to be no 
Enemy to Popery , but reviled by others; as a grtat 
Friend to Difenters; fapported at all Times, and 
againit all Perfons, with unfhaken Steadinefs by the 
Queen his Miftrefs, dying full of Years and Honours; 
and, as isgenesally thought,of Glory aifo. 

Tu & Life of this Man therefore, I intend to confi- 
der,not in a fummary Way,and from a Portrait drawn 
by the Pencil of Fancy, or my own Imagination ; 
but from the beft Lights afforded by Hijlcerg, and 
from thence laid before the Reader, as well as myfelf. 
From the Infpection of the Draxelt, 1 conceive it 
will appear what were the Lord Burleizi’, Abilities ? 
How he rofe to the Confidence of the Queen, and how 
well he deferved itt Whether ke maintained his 
Place there by a fervile Compliance with her Wiil, 
by fuggefting Comnfels neceflary in refpe& tothe Times, 
tho” not profitable to his Country ; or by ferving at 
once the Crown and the People, by laying betore 
his Sovereign fuch Schemes as cended to the Nation’s 
Good, and thereby her Glory?) Whether the Parties 
formed againft him arofe from any Adfifieeds in him, 
or the Ambition of thofe who tomented thems? Whe- 
ther the Oppolitions made at feveral Times to his 
Mea{ures, were gricvous only to him, or fatal to his 
Country? Whether his Moderation in Religion, 
was the Effect of wantof Principles, or of abundant 
Charity?) Whether his Calmnefs proceeded from 
Strength or Weaknels ot Mind? And whether 
Chance or Wifdom contributed to overturn all the 
Defigns which Men of high Firth, great Power, 
and confeffed Abilities, formed againit him. Whe- 
ther the Queen’sgSteadine/s, in R: {pect to this Afini- 
fier, ought to be tiled Womanib Obftinacy, or Maf- 
culine Firmne(s? In fine, whether the Scate received 
Benefit from his long Adminiltration, or would pre- 
bably have been much damaged if he had fallen into 
Diferace. Thele Points I fhall treat clearly and 
candidly, in the Scqucl of my Conféderations, and 
leave, in a great Mealure, to my Readers how far 
they can be apply’d to the Difpures of the prefent 
Times. 

Ir in the Profecution of this Defign, I fhould be 
guilty of any Errors, I defire they may be imputed to 
my Underftanding, and not to my Will; my earneft 
Defire is not to increale the Divifons, bur to heal the 
Wounds which our Contentions daily infli& on our 
Country, and which Time, inftead of clofing, will 
render cank'yous, if we take not Care, Tiere is no 
doubt, that we areat this Time in far Betrer Circum: 
ftances than when Cecil entered on his Adminifiration ; 
but if we grow factious, lazy or carelefs, tiey may 
very foon grow qworfe: I offer therefore a Mirror, ih 
which many political Cau/fes and Effeéts may be feen : 
If any Good refult therefrom, it will abundantly content 
the Author of thefe Papers ; and if through the Ran- 
cour and Prepoilcflion of Men's Minds, there fhould 
follow none, the Reétitude ot his Zntentions, anda juft 
Senfe of his having done al} in his Power, will confol® 
him for his Lofs of Time and Pains.
